LONDON—A premium of 15 guineas 
per cent was paid to Lloyds on 
policies worded “to pay a total loss, in 
the e.vent of a declaration of war be¬ 
tween Great Britain and America, 
within twelve months from date.” 
The premium to insure against war 
between Norway and Great Britain 
within twelve months is 7 guineas per 
cent. 

While the note sent by the United 
States to Great Britain, insisting upon 
early improvement in the treatment 
accorded to American shipping by the 
British fleet has not yet reacned the 
Foreign Office, British officials have 
read the contents of the note, as 
cabled in press dispatches from Wash¬ 
ington, and manifested a deep inter¬ 
est in the culmination of this serious 
controversy. 

The English papers give larger head¬ 
lines to the American protest than 
they devote to the developments of 
Ihe war itself.

Entitled to a Lawful Election. 

But Grant makes no such conten¬ 
tion. He is prepared to abide by a 
lawfully invoked recall. 

If the recall were lawfully invoked, 
if the election were regular, and a 
majority of the votes cast against 
Grant, then the senate has nothing 
else to do than to seat Grant’s op¬ 
ponent. Grant could expect nothing 
else. The state could ask nothing 
else. » 

But on the other hand, if the recall 
were not lawfully invoked, if the elec¬ 
tion were irregular, or if a majority 
of the votes were not cast against 
Grant, then the senate cannot, with¬ 
out stultifying itself, deprive Senator 
Grant of his seat. 

The senate will not, of course, act 
until after thorough investigation 
and due consideration of the .evidence 
to be presented. 

Senator Grant’s Status. 

The filing of the Grant contest 
brings the regularity of the Grant re¬ 
call election into question, and before 
the senate. The senate has not yet 
decided that a regular election has 
been he\'\ Attorneys are of the 
opinion that until the contest is 
decided Senator Grant will retain his 
seat. 

The alleged irregularities attending 
the invoking of the recall, and of the 
election; the admitted forged signa¬ 
tures on the recall petition, the many 
discreditable circumstances surround¬ 
ing the whole proceeding, will un¬ 
questionably govern the senate in 
following this procedure if, as attor¬ 
neys allege, such course is justified. 

Power of Election Officers. 

The circumstances of the invoking 
of the recall against Grant will un¬ 
questionably lead the legislature to 
safeguard the rights of the public 
and of persons holding elective office 
by holding election officials to stricter 
account than at present. 

At San Francisco, for example, a 
recall election was attempted against 
the sheriff. 

The recall petition was found to 
contain a number of forged signa¬ 
tures. The election officials made 
careful investigation. No recall elec¬ 
tion was held. 

When Senator Grant found evidence 
of fraud, and, to a certainty, forgeries 
on the petition against him, he se¬ 
cured from the same election official, 
who was instrumental in the rejection 
of the recall petition against the 
sheriff, a promise that twenty days 
should be allowed him to make thor¬ 
ough investigation. 

Nevertheless, a full week before 
the twenty days had expired, without 
notice to Grant, the official who had 
promised twenty days for investiga¬ 
tion certified to the sufficiency of the 
petition. 

I 

Grant appealed to the courts, but 
the courts held that the act of the 
official was final and that Grant— 
forgeries or no forgeries—had no re¬ 
dress. 

The legislature will unquestionably 
take steps to prevent repetition of 
such a case. 

PENINSULA RATE CASES 

POSTPONED TO JANUARY 2! 1ST 

The State Railroad Commission has 
postponed the hearing of the Penin¬ 
sula rate cases from January 5th to 
January 21st. Word of the continu¬ 
ance was received Thursday by 
Secretary Frank L. Eksward of the 
San Mateo County Development As¬ 
sociation. 

The postponement is said to be due 


to the fact that the interstate com¬ 
merce commission will be investigat¬ 
ing the switching cases early in Janu¬ 
ary and the railroad commission 
does not want to have other business 
interfering at that time. Another 
underlying cause for the postpone¬ 
ment is said to be the wish of the 
railroad commission to effect reor¬ 
ganization before taking up the hear¬ 
ing of San Mateo county’s complaint 
against the Southern Pacific.

PALO ALTO DEMANDS 

REDUCTION IN FARES 

Railroad Commission Asked to Cut 
in Half E'ares. 

Palo Alto, through its chamber of 
commerce, has asked the State Rail¬ 
road Commission to reduce the rates 
from San Francisco and from San 
Jose to that place, both for single 
fares and for commutation tickets. 

It is asked also that the Southern 
Pacific be required to put into effect 
a schedule of fares which shall not 
include the baggage-carrying privi¬ 
lege. 

Non-baggage fares from 33 1-3 to 
50 per cent lower are asked. 

In the complaint filed with the 
commission it is set forth that while 
the single fare from San Francisco 
to Niles is 75 cents, the rate from 
Palo Alto is 95 cents, the distance 
being substantially the same. The 
Niles commutation rate is $8.50 a 
month—that of Palo Alto $9.50 a 
month. 

Melrose and Richmond also are 
cited as points that are enjoying a 
relatively lower passenger rate than 
Palo Alto.

WHY THE CHIMES RANG. 


(Retold by Mrs. Eric R. Olsen. Writ¬ 
ten by Raymond Macdonald Alden.) 

There was once in a far-away 
country, where few people ever trav¬ 
eled, a wonderful church. 

It stood upon a high hill in the 
middle of the city, and every Sunday, 
as well as on sacred days like Christ¬ 
mas, hundreds of people climbed the 
hill to its great archways. 

As you entered the building you 
found huge stone columns and dark 
passages and a grand staircase lead¬ 
ing to the main room of the church. 

This room was so long that one 
standing at one end could scarcely 
see a person at the other. 

In the farthest corner stood the 
great, painted organ, whose music 
was so loud it reached the people for 
miles around. 

No such church had ever been seen 
before, especially when lighted for 
some festival and crowded with peo¬ 
ple, both young and old. 

The strangest thing about this 
church was the wonderful chime of 
bells. At one corner of the building 
was a great gray tower extending far 
up, up, up, beyond the roof of the 
church, covered with beautiful vines. 

Seldom could one see the very top 
of this tower except when the 
brightest sun shone on it, and since 
the men who built it had been dead 
for years and years, no one knew ex¬ 
actly how old it was. 

All the people knew that away up 
in the very top of this huge tower 
was a chime of Christmas bells. They 
had hung there ever since the church 
was built and were the most beauti¬ 
ful bells in the world. 

Some thought they were made and 
arranged by a great musician; some 
said their music was so sweet because 
high up where they hung the air was 
sw«et und pare. Some described them 
as sounding like angels far up in the 
sky, and others as sounding like 
strange winds singing through the 
trees. 

But the strange fact was that no 
one had heard them for years. One 
old man said his mother had heard 
them ring when she was a very little 
girl, but the people in general were 
not so sure of it. 

These were especially Christmas 
chimes and were not meant to be 
played by men, nor on common days. 

It was the custom among this good 
people to assemble in this church on 
Christmas eve, bringing with them a 
gift which meant the most precious 
thing that each possessed. 

It used to be known that when the 
greatest and best gift was laid upon 
the altar the sweet music of the 
chimes came sounding through the 
choir loft from far up in the tower. 

The people had been growing less 
careful and more stingy year by year 
in their gifts to the Christ child and 
none deserved the beautiful music of 
the chimes. 

Rich people paraded their wealth, 
laying their costly gifts upon the altar 
without a thought of sacrifice. Each 
one strove to outdo his neighbor in 
grandeur, thinking his priceless dona- 
'tion would bring forth the sweet 
strains. 

But sorely disappointed were these 
people every year. All that came 
down to them as a reward was the 
cold, desolate roar of the wintry 
blast as it swooped and moaned down 
through the tower. 

Now, a number of miles from the 
city, in a little village where nothing 
could be seen of this wonderful old 
church but glimpses of the top of the 
tower on clear days, lived a little 
curly-headed, red-cheeked Italian boy 
named Pedro, and his little brother. 

They knew very little of the Christ¬ 
mas chimes, but they had heard a 
great deal of the services held there 
every Christmas eve, and had a little 
secret all their own of how they 
would go next Christmas eve to see 
the celebration. 

The little brothers were very poor. 
They had no one to tell them facts 
and truths, so during their little talks 
and confidences Pedro said with re¬ 
ligious awe in his great brown eyes: 
“Oh, little brother mine, nobody 
knows what fine and pretty things 
are seen there and the wonderful 
music heard from the chimes.
